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THE RECENT COLLISION. 


investigating the Sinking of the 
Steamer Champion. 


PHILADELPHIA, November 12.—The court 
of inquiry to investigate the circumstances 
of the recent collision between the steamer 
Champion and the British ship Lady 


Octavia off Delaware capes, convened this 
afternoon at the commercial exchange. 
There will be two investigations of this dis- 
aster—one under the jurisdiction of acting 
British Consul Crump and one under the 
jurisdiction of the United States local in- 
spectors. The first named is the one now in 
progress, Acting Consul Crump stated that 
the purpose of the present investigation is 
lo ascertain what wasthe conductof the 
officers and crew of the ship Lady Octavia 
just previous to, and during the collision 
with the Champion. The log and other 
papers of the first named ship were put in 
evidence together with the report of Cap- 
tain Johnson tothe British government. 
in which,under the head of remarks as to the 
casualties,he gave as the cause of the 
collision negligence of the steamship 
Champion in having no lookoute Captain 
Johnson in the examination reiterated all 
the statements made in his log and ex- 
plained on the chartand by models the rela- 
tive positions of the ships at the time of 
the collision, He said the water was 
smooth, the wind light, the sky clear and it 
was moonlight. He was asleep in his cabin 
and was awakened by the chief officer call- 
ing out and before he could get on deck 
the collision ocemred. The ~* watch 
on Lady Victoria saw the steamer 
for ten minutes before the collision. 
Captain Johnson considered with his knowl- 
edge of navigation that it was his duty to 
keep on his course. If a collision was in- 
evitable it would be the duty of the officers 
in charge of the deck to throw everything 
aback, but not to alterthe ship’s course, 
but there was not time in the present in- 
stance to do this, and it was not done. 
When he came on deck the yards were not 
thrown aback. Had the Champion struck 
the Octavia ten feet further aft the latter 
would have gone tothe bottom at once. 
Captain Johnson then explained the dam- 
age to his own vessel and his efforts to save 
life. After rescuing all he could see he 
sent the men aloft with night glasses and 
remained in the vicinity until daylight. 
In further examination he said he learned 
from the chief engineer of the Champion that 
there was no lookout. The second mate 
and the chief engineer of the steamer both 
told him it was customary to take 
a man off the lookout’ for other 
work and there were only three men on 
watch. There were only six seamen and 
two boys, besides the officers, on the steam- 
er. The hearing to-day closed with the 
statement of Captain Johnson and will be 
resumed to-morrow. The board will call 
the chief officer, when Johnson is through, 
whose testimony will be more in detail, as 
he was on deck before the time of and af- 
ter the collision. 
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THE WAY EXTREMES MEET, 


Aleck Stephens Thinks the South 
Might go Farther Than Grant and 
Fare Worse. 

Correspondence Charleston News and Courier. 
Wasnincton, November 7. — Knowing 
that the Hon, Alexander Stephens had ar- 
rived in the city yesterday, I called upon 
him this afternoon to obtain his views in 
relation to the matter, discussed at so much 
length in the News and Courier of Thurs- 
day, concerning Grant as the choice of the 
south for the next president. 

In response to my inquiries, Mr. Stephens 
said that he had come to Washington to 
meet his colleagues of the committee on 
rules in order to finish the work of that 
committee before congress meets. I re- 
ferred to the editorial in the News and 
Courier, and Mr. Stephens said he had 
read it the day before in the cars while 
on his way to Washington, He then had 
read the following extract from the article: 
‘There is no reason to believe that such a 
‘feeling’ or ‘leaning’ asis described in the 
newspapers is widespread in the south, In 
South Carolina it has given no signs of 
life, if it exists. Georgia has little to say on 
the subject, and we are curious to know 
what General Teombs and Congressman 
Stephens thinkabout it.”’

THE BURIAL OF DR. LOVICK PIERCE. 


As Impressive Scene in Columbus—The Services 
Over the Ocfin—Who Were Present—The 
Remains of Professor B. Mallon in 
Atlanta — Beaator Speer. 


The mortal remains of the beloved Dr. 
Lovick Pierce, the great Methodist minis- 
ter, have beem laid to rest. He was buried 
Tuesday in Columbus, beside the ashes of 
his wife, and according to his oft expressed 
wish. 

Of the manner and circumstances of 
his death we have only these added details: 
He died on Sunday afternoon at 6:30 
o'clock, and not on Monday morning as 
the telegraph announced it. He was sur- 
rounded in his last hours by many of his 
relatives and by some of his warmest and 
dearest friends. For several hours before 
his death his weakness and psostration were 
so complete that he was unable to speak to 
anyone about him. There were no strnug- 
gies and nu agonizing scenes; he died peace- 
fully, even unconsciously, and passed in 
this way to that perfect rest and happiness 
that were awaiting him on the other shores. 

THE FUNERAL CEREMONIES 

were held in Columbus in St. Luke’s church, 
which was erected under his direction, he 
laying out the grounds and planting the 
trees that now surround it. The concourse 
that attended the exercises was one of the 
largest and most deeply affected assem- 
blages ever gathered in Columbus to per- 
form the obsequies of the dead. It was an 
immense throng of men, women and chii- 
dren who found a melancholy satisfaction 
in the opportunity to honor the memory of 
one so illustrious in the service of God. 

From the accounts of the funeral cere- 
monies we give the following points of in- 
terest: 

Rev. J.5. Key, D.D., of Macon, gave some 
points in the biography of the deceased, re- 
lating to his character and his work in the 
ministry. Rev. Lb. F. Breedlove read the first 
lesson from the 90th Psalm; Rey. J. O. A. 
Clarke read the 739th hymn, which was 
sung; Rey. J. P. Duncan, the blind preach- 
er, then offered a touching prayer; Rey. 
G. G. NN. McDonnell read the second lesson 
from 1 Corinthians, 15th verse; Rev. J. W. 
Hinton readthe 737th hymn, which was 
sung. 

The funeral sermon was preached by Rey. 
Atticus G. Haygood, president of Emory 
college and editor of the Macon Christian 
Advocate. The text waschosen in the 13th 
chapter of Acts, 36th and 37th verses: 
‘For David, after he had served his own 
generation. by the will of God, fell on sleep, 
and was laid unto his fathers, and saw cor- 
ruption.”’ 
“But She whom God raised again saw no 
corruption,” 
The sermon was not a studied eulogy up- 
on the deceased, but a on omg, sep and 
beautifully eloquent tribute to his exalted 
Christian character and labors. It was one 
hour and thirty minutes long and is pro- 
nounced one of the finest sermons ever 
spoken in Columbus, 
After the 716th hymn had been read by 
Rey. J. E. Evans, of Atlanta, and sung, the 
remains were taken to the cemetery where 
the burial seryice was conducted by Rev. Al 
M. Wynn. } 
The pallbearers were Revs. J.H.Campbel., 
D..D., J.B. Evans, D.D,J.B. McGehee, W.C. 
Bass, George Patillo, Geo. D. Dodge, and 
Messrs J.A. Bradford, W.H. Young, N.J.Bus- 
sey and B.F.Coleman.

The New York Police Make a Raid Upon Some Let- 
tery Dens—Some Startling Revelations Ex- 
pected—A Western Man's Pamiliar- 

ity With Another Man's Wife. © 


New Yorx. November 12.—The excite- 
ment among the lottery dealers of this city 
consequent upon the recent raid upon them 
by Anthony Comstock and his officers, was 
kept alive yesterday by other arrests and the 
volunteer surrender of parties implicated. 
The specific charge made against the lottery 
dealers is a violation of the postoffice law 
in sending prohibited matter through the 
mail, Yesterday about fifteen others ap- 


} peared before United States Commissioner 


Shields, among them B. Frank Moore, agent 
for the Louisiana lottery company. The 
Times says of the arrest of Moore, who 
is agent of M. A. Dauphin, of New Orleans, 
that it is expected to lead to some very 
startling developments growing out of the 
suit brought in the United States circuit 
court by Marcus Cicero Stanley against 
Charles T. Howard and John A. Morris, 
who are principals in and control the Lou- 
isiana lottery company. Dauphin states in 
the afVértisements in some of the daily pa- 
pers that all of the one hundred thousand 
tickets which’are included or issued in 
each monthly scheme are sold before the 
drawing takes place. This, if true, indicates 
a gross receipt of $200,000 monthly, of which 
they claim to distribute $110,000 in prizes, 
leaving $99,000 to pay the running expen- 
ses, including advertising, rents, salaries, 
printing and postage. This in the opinion 
of men who know a great deal about the 
business leaves a monthly margin of profit 
amounting to from $30,000 to $40,000 to be 
divided among four or five persons, and 
giving each of them an income of about 
$100,000 a year, It is said that seven-eighths 
of the tickets are now sold in this city and 
state, and that as a consequence about 
$175,000 a month is paid by New Yorkers 
for the pleasure, profit or privilege of in- 
dulging in this little game of the Louis- 
ianians. The company it is said have been 
driyen to seek a new market for their 
tickets in the east because they had about 
exhausted the pecuniary resources ef the 
people of Louisiana, 


St. Pavt, November 12.—The Pioneer- 

Press has a special from St. Cloud, givin 
the particulars of a horrible crime in Tod 
county Minnesota, and the lynching of the 
perpetrators. It seems that early last 
spring a family byjthe name of Coledale set- 
tled in the town of Ward as neighbors to 
John and Michael Moede, who were living 
together as bachelors. In a yery short 
time this John Moede succeeded in alien- 
ating the affections of Coledale’s wife and 
induced her to come and live with him. 
A few days ago Moede’s house was burned, 
it is sappones by the women in the neigh- 
borhood, they hoping thereby to terminate 
the scandalous performance in their midst. 
Moede laid the crime to Coledale, whom he 
knew was his enemy and made threats that 
he would shoot him. Another man, whose 
name is not learned, was living with Cole- 
dale, and a few days after Moede’s house 
was burned both were missing. Investigation 
revealed thestrongest evidence that they had 
been murdered. Buckshot holes were found 
in the wall of the room, a large pool of 
blood in one place and an axe covered with 
blood. Suspicion at once rested on the 
Moede family. John Moede was found, 
arrested, taken to Long Prairie, the county 
seat, and had an examination last Saturday. 
Although the evidence was very slight, he 
was held to await the actiun of the vcrand 
jury, which will meet in February. On 
Saturday a large number of indignant citi- 
zens came in from the surrounding coun- 
try, and the officers had all they could do 
to keep them from doing the prisoner 
violence. In the afternoon, apparently be- 
coming somewhat frightened at the con- 
duct of the crowd, he made a full confes- 
sion of the bloody tragedy to Sheriff Davis. 
He claimed his Mother Michael did the 
killing, that he was present and helped drag 
the bodies offand bury them; that one of 
them was shot and instantly killed and the 
other badly wounded, and an axe was used 
to finish the job. 
The bodies were found as stated by him, 
wrapped in a sheet and buried in the brush. 
The horribly mutiated remains presented 
a most. sickening sight. This was more 
than the enraged citizens could stand, and 
on Saturday night the prisoner was taken 
from jail by a mob, and Sunday’s sun shone 
upon his lifeless body hanging from a tree, 
His brother Michael, who had left the 
county, was arrested Sunday in a German 
settlement at Lake Henry, Stearns county, 
and was taken to Long Prairie last night, 
where it is said the mob waited. The offi- 
cer having him in charge did not know the 
fate of John, and probably did not learn it 
before reaching Long Prairie, too late, per- 
haps, to save the prisoner from meeting the 
same fate.

BAYARD TAKES NOLD OF THE BOOM 


Wi.tainerox, Det., November 12. —In his 
speech last night Senator Bayard, speaking 
of the contrasts presented by the move 
ments of the old world. and of this country, 
said: Experience and reflection, with in- 
creased opportunities for comparison with 
other countries and systems and govern- 
ments, brings me only to a higher apprecia- 
tion of the generosity, justice and moral 
grandeur of the principles upon which our 
own was founded. A faithful representa- 
tive, he said, should rather displease his 
constituents than consent to that which in- 
jures him, and in this connection he asked 
if whenever he spoke or voted in thesenate 
for new and stronger ties of union between 
the states, or when he opposed false money 
he did not echo the voice of Delaware, 
There was frequent applause during the 
speech. 

In an interview Mr. Bayard gave a re- 
cital of how he had come home sooner than 
was expected. The senator was asked his 
opinion concerning the late elections. He 
excused himself from comment on this sab 
ject, saying he had been abroad, and his 
recent arrival had not allowed him time 
to look over the field. “Greatly do I re- 
gret the retirement of Mr. Thurman from 
the senate,” said Mr. Bayard. “He is a 
great man, and the people of the conntry 
will soon learn what a great loss they have 
suffered. I hope that he may 
soon be brought into public _tiife 
again in some manner. Mr. Tharman was 
always a great friend of mine, but split 
away from mein 1872 on some measures. 
However, that did not alter our personal 
relations. I donot see why the question of 
the currency should enter into a contest 
for the selection of the governor of Ohio, 
Iam sure the governor does not regulate 
the currency for that state. And this at a 
time when the returning of Mr. Thurman 
depended upon the result of the election. 
General Ewing is a brave man, and a good 
and gallant soldier.
